Miss Blake uttered never a word,

Dela- 
ware in 1816. When quite young hi& 
parents removed to the Shenandoafi 
Valley, near Woodstock, in Old Vir- 
ginia. From there they came to Fair- 
field county, and again moved when 
Mr. Veach was only eight years old, to 
Licking county, which has been his 
home ever since. The family settled 
on Ramp creek, in the old Taylor set- 
tlement. 
The early 
years of Mr. 


Veach's life were passed on the home 
farm. 
When sixteen years old Mr. 


Veach came to Newark and was em- 
ployed for a while in a livery stable 
in the rsar of,the old Taylor tavern, 
now the site of the Hotel Warden.

acteristics and customs of this" odd p< o- 
ple. At the same time it conies as a 
shock to the authorities of the country, 
who had been led to believe tb:it the 
race to which they had gi\ui) rcfn^p 
was rapidly assimilating all that \\s\-i 
best of Canadian life. 


As a matter of fact, the Doukhobors 


have been living in Canada for fully 
three years without shoving any F'gn« 
of a recurrence of the fanaticism for 
which they wesc noted in Russia. Now 
that it has come back, however, it 
seems to have seized the people with a 
grip from -which there is no escape1. 
The most unpleasant feature of it i.s 
that it is causing them to neglect their 
crops owing to their belief that their 
beasts of burden are as much entitled 
to liberty as they themsehes. The 
fields are filled with rich .harvests rot- 
ting on the roots, while cows nnd 
horses roam at will. Moreover, the 
Doukhobors believe that it is sinful to 
cat meat, and as their supply of vege- 
tables is scanty great suffering is cer- 
tain to result this winter, and the 
ranks of the queer people will be sadly 
decimated before spring unless a cure 
for the evils of their creed is speedily 
found. 


The problem thus presented to the 


administration at Ottawa is by no 
means easy of solution. -The authori- 
ties are loath to use force again«t the 
simple immigrants, but it would seem 
as though force will finally be abso- 
lutely necessary. Word comes from 
Ottawa that in their extremity the im- 
migration officials threw out a polite 
hint to Russia that they would not be 
at all sorry to deport the Doukhobors 
to the country whence they cime, but- 
the answer was a curt refusal by the 
government of the bear to have any- 
thing whatever to do with them. Can- 
ada was informed that the Doukho- 
bors would certainly not be allowed

Why Dr.Uedrlvk Remained In Frozen 


North After Leaving: Peary—Offend- 
ed at Beliij; Relieved of Command 
of the Native*. 


Dr. Frederick A. Cook of Brooklyn, 


speaking in behalf of Dr. Thomas L. 
Dedrick, gives the following details of 
the hitter's various misunderstandings 
with Lieutenant Peary, the arctic ex- 
plorer: 


"The Peary arctic expedition consist- 


ed of three men—Lieutenant Peary, 
Dr. Dedrick and Matt Heusou, the col- 
ored man, who'has been with the lieu- 
tenant for a long lime. Of course, as 
paatters were, there could be no such 
thing as a lieutenant commander, al- 
though it was Peary's original inten- 
tion to place Dr. Dedrick in charge of 
the natives. Later Lieutenant Peary 
found that be could assume charge of 
the natives himself, and after that at 
different times he transferred that du- 
ty to Henson. Out of that grew the va- 
rious differences between the explorer 
and Dr. Dedrick which finally led to 
the resignation of the latter. 


"What may be termed the real trou- 


ble developed after the acceptance of 
Dedrick's resignation byf 
Lieutenant 


Peary. Several days after that event 
Dr. Dedrick. through a sense of duty, 
came to the conclusion that it was his 
duty to remain iu the arctic with the 
expedition. He reasoned also that to 
return to civilization and leave Peary 
alone in the north without medical aid 
would place him in an unenviable posi- 
tio,{i before tbe public. 


"Just prior to the departure of the 


Erie for lic/aie Dr. Dedrick refused to 
go on board the vessel, and Lieutenant 
Peary asked .Mr. Wyckoff and myself 
to go ashore to persuade the doctor to 
accompany us home. We agreed, and 
for four long hours, with a cold arctic 
wind playing up and down our backs, 
we tried to get the doctor to return. 
We told Dedrick that we did not see 
any special reason for him to stay up 
there, since tbe acceptance of his resig- 
nation made it perfectly honorable for 
him "to return home. In addition we 
did not see why he should remain in 
that desolate country among the na- 
tives, living on raw meat and wearing 
such garb as is worn by the Eskimos. 
We advanced all kinds of arguments, 
but it was no use. nnd he could not be 
shaken in his determination to remain 
behind. Dedrick thought it would not 
be right to leave Peary. 


"We at last gave up the attempt to 


persuade him to come home and con- 
cluded* that there was 
something 


TCrong with his judgment. Of course 
Dr. fJWlric-k .is sane, and the course he 
pursued was simply his idea of justice 
and good faith. 


"Wht-n we offered Dedrick food and 


clothes from the Eric, of which we 
had an ample supply, he refused to 
take a thing, as he explained he did

WHO OWNS PATOS? 


The Lateit Controversy of 
Greitt

The present British-Venezuelan cr!- 


uis recalls the one In 181)5, when in a 
dispute over contested territory Presi- 
dent Cleveland espoused the cause of 
Venezuela to the extent of declaring 
Iu a message to congress in December 
of that year that the United Status 
would resist any attempt by Great 
Britain to enforce its claims, says the 
Baltimore Sun. 


Mr. Cleveland proposed au American 


commission to define .the boundary, 
and congress passed a bill appropriat- 
ing $100,000 to pay the expenses. 


The completion of this commission's 


work was made unnecessary by tbe 
British consenting to joint arbitration. 
In the treaty of Washington, signed 
Feb. 2, 1S'J7. it was provided that a 
tribunal, consisting of five members, 
should be chosen to act as a final 
board of arbitration between Great 
Britain and Venezuela.

schel and Richard II. Collins. :i justice 
of the iiritish supreme court of judi- 
cature,

Great 
Britain, 


while Venezuela chose as her cham- 
pions Chief Justice Fuller and Justice 
David J. Brewer, both of the United 
States supreme court The fifth mem- 
ber of tbe board, M. de Mertens, chief 
counselor of the Russian foreign office, 
was chosen by the other four, accord- 
ing to the provisions of the Washing- 
ton treaty. 


This tribunal sat at The Hague and 


gave a decision partly favorable to the 
contentious of both nations. 


The dispute about Patos, which has 


accentuated the present controversy, 
became acute but recently. The island 
of Patos, or Pato, is in the northern 
entrance to the Gulf of Paria and lies 
near the middle of the strait which is 
known as the "Dragon's Mouth." It Is 
a few miles from the mainland of Ven- 
ezuela and :i little farther from the 
shore of the British island of Trinidad. 
In an atlas of recent date Patos is re- 
corded as a Venezuelan island. 


The controversy over the island is 


old. as similar protests were made by 
Venezuela in 1859 and 1887.

Britain claims the island by virtue of 
the treaty of Amiens, signed in 1802, 
according to which Trinidad was ceded

Judge John C. Robertson, acting judge 


of the city ball police court says the 
St Louis Post-Dispatch, has declared 
that a hatpin is a woman's legal weap- 
on -and that she is justified in using the 
pin to repel attack.

In this instance 
the inventor waives the honor of hav- 
ing the new arm bear his name and 
willing that it shall go to' the vni(,r 
senator of tl,e state, who has luadc a 
reputation as a lighting man and the 
originator and defender of freak laws. 


The twenty inch Tillman, as its name 


implies, is twenty inches in length and 
weighs three pounds. 
It has a rifled 


barrel and can be set with hair (rig- 
ger, though at present the regulation 
double action trigger is used. Tin- cal- 
iber is .44. 
The model weapon is 


.something of au impromptu allair, if 
the term may be used, but if Hie de- 
mand should warrant the regular man- 
ufacture of the piece may be taken up. 
The model indeed was made by sawing 
off a rille of .44 caliber and fitting it 
with pistol grip and lock. 
It must 


not be inferred, however, that the Jirst 
twenty inch Tillman is a rough carica- 
ture. Far from it. It is a neatly fin- 
ished weapon und guaranteed to do its 
work well. It is a credit to both the 
inventor and the honorable gentleman 
upon whose name it seems destined to 
shed luster. 
The pattern should be- 


come the favorite dueling piece among 
those South Carolina candidates who 
thirst for eacli other's gore. 


The twenty inch Tillman is to be 


worn in a leather belt outside tlie coat, 
or it may be carried on the shoulder or 
across the arm. In action it should be 
laid across the left arm, while thc trig- 
ger is manipulated with the right fore- 
arm.

of a "kick" about the piece, since it 
carries a slug designed for an eight 
pound gun, but that is one of the chief 
Tillinanesque features of tbe piece.
